a) a barrel of a firearm; b) a handle of a firearm; or c) mounted on equipment other than a 
firearm; 

-an indicator selected from one of: 

a) a light; or b) a means for causing vibration of the equipment; 
-the equipment is selected from one of: 

a) a firearm; or b) some form of equipment other than a firearm. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable.
